When all allowance has 
been ‘made for Hitler’s 
superior armics, his re- 
-gourcefulness, his daring, 
and the vital assistance by 
Germans living within the 
victim countries, his suc- 
cess can only be explained 
by another factor. This is 
nothing tess than the pre- 
sence among his enemies 
of what, since the Spanish 
Civil War, has been - known 
as the “fifth column.” 


Since no country has ever 
been unanimous, a “fifth 
column” has existed poten- 

in every land in every 
“var. But the despotic or 
totalitarian countries ruth- 
lessly suppress it, at home 
while exploiting it ‘elsewhere. 


- It is in a democracy that 
ithe “fifth column’ can func- 
tion most freely and effeclive- 
ly. It remained for Adolf 
Hitler’s genius to raise the 
creation, strengthening, or- 
’ panigation and activity of. the 
“fifth column” in the coun- 
tries that opposed him to a 
decisive, weapon, 


This is the second 
of the sensational arti- 
cles made public by. 
U.S. A.’s. Secretary 
Knox of the Navy De- 
partment at Washing- 
ton, as part of the na- 
tional defence pr o- 
gramme. 


enthusiasm in favour of Nazi 
Germany, agents like Franz . 
von Papen skilfully convinced 
leading Austrians that only 
through ° Hitler could their 
seerct aspirations be fulfilled. 


The Slovaks, who had. suf- 
fered their bondage under 
Hungary, could bo duped. 
But Czechs and Poles could . 
not. Both peoples had lived 
far too long cheek to jowl 
with Prussians to have the 
slightest doubt as to Hitler's, 
real intentions. 


There was no strong “fifth

“We-need armics. But we 
shall not use them‘as in 1914. 
The place of artillery will in 
the future be taken by re- 
volutionary propaganda, to 
break down the enemy psycho- 
logically before the armies 
begin to function at all. 

The enemy people must -be 
demoralised. and ready to 
capitulate before military ac- 
tion can even be thought of 

i . . mental confusion, inde- 
cisiveness, panic, these are 
our weapons. The history of 
revolutions . . . is always the 
same: The ruling classes 
capitulate. Why? Defeatism: - 
They. no longer have the will 
to conquer.” 

The ‘propaganda machine 
for creating and sustaining a 
“Atth column,”—again accord- 
ing to Witler’s confessed 
theory—is of a double nature. 

No one side it aims at in- 
fluencing .the masses. For 
this purpose Hitler in the 
present war utilises his radio 
traitors. Lord Haw Haw for 
the English, Ferdonnet for 
the French, and to some ex- 
tent, particularly in the last 
two years, communist agita- 

' tora wham he tricked or cor- 
rupted into serving him. But 
for the classes he had a much - 
more subtle bait. As he him- 
self put it: : 

“Tho results at which 1 aim 
are only to be obtained by the 
systematic corruption of the 
possessing and ~ governing 
classes.

Political observers generally ugrec, 
however, that there is more uncer- 
tainty in’ the forthcoming campaign 
than In any political race of the lust 
decade, and that .the battle on the 
Thames may well decide the outcome 
of the United States presidential 
election in November. 

Political experts believe, however, 
that Britain's vigorous resistance to 
the German ofr onslaught through 
the months following the French 
collapse have measurably hnproved

Britain collapsed, or negotiated an

WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 20 
(UP).—Major provisions of 
the Conscription Bill passed, - 
by the Senate are: 


Who Must Rogister And How 

With few exceptions, all men 
who have. passed their 21st 
birthday and have not reached 
their 31st birthday, must regls- 
‘ter. This .applies to citizens 
and aliens alike; but aliens will 
not..be subject to draft unless 
they have declared thelr inten- 
tion to become U.S. citizens. 
The fact that a person has de- 
pendents does not exempt. him 
from registration. a 

Election officials throughout 
the Jand will conduct the regis- 
tration, probably 14 dayy aftor 
final ‘enactment of the bill, It 
is estimated that 12,000,000 
men must register. | 


Exemptions. From Registration 

Specificatly exempt ‘from re- 
gistration.. are active, reserve 
and cadet ‘members of the 
Army, National Guard, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard; 
members of the Geodetic Survey. 
and ‘Public Health Service; of- 
ficials, but not employees, of .the 
Federal and State Governments. 


Who Will Be Drafted 

The bill permits 900,000 con- 
scripts to.be in training at any 
one time. About 400,000 prob-: 
ably will be drafted this autumn, 
A lottery will determine -the 
order in which men will be 
called before local draft boards 
throughout the country for de- 
termination whether they should 
be inducted into the army. 

The bill gives the. President 
broad powers to lay down re- 
gulations for the boards to, fol- 
low in deciding whom. to g¢lect. 
The Army says it does not in- 
tend to take any men who have 
dependents or who are employed 
in essential industria] or agricul- 
tural pursuits. . College students 
probably will not be: drafted. 
The bill exempts divinity stu- 
dents for service. Physical fit- 
ness of course ‘will be con- 
sidered. ; ; 

The Army estimates that 
after. deferments for «these. 
reasons there will be about 
4,500,000 able-bedied,. «single 
men from whom to select. Each. | 
state and locality will be given 
a quota in proportion to the 
total manpower it registers. In 
brief, those to be drafted will - 
be mostly. single ‘men with 
unimportant jobs or no jobs. 


Appeals : 
Boards will be set up to hear 


“appeals from men” wiio” wish. to 
contest theiy selection by the 
local draft boards. 

Penaltics 

To-evade the draft, and assist 
anyone to. do so, would be 
punishable by up to five years’. 
imprisonment and $10,000 fine, 
or both. The cases would be 
heard in the Federal courts 
rather than by military courts, 
which decjfled world war draft 
cases, ~~ . 

Length OF Servico 

The one yeat period .could be 
extended indefinitely if the country 
became: engaged in war or Congress 
declared the national interest was 
imperiled.

Political observers gencrally agree, 
however, that there is more uncer- 
tainty in the forthcoming campaign 
than in any political race of the last 
decade, and that the battle on the 
Thames may well decide the. outcome 
of the United States’ presidential 
election in November. 

Political experts believe, however, 
that Britain's vigorous resistance to 
the Germon air onslaught through 
the months following the French 
collupse have measurably improved 
Roosevelt's election prospects, oF at 
least, have eliminated some of the 
uncertain factors. yt 

Many observers’ belleved that if 
Britain collapsed, or negotiated an 
unfavourable peace with Germuny 
before the curly, Autumn, a reaction 
would set in throughout the United 
Stutes which might help to unseat 
the present administration. 

The Britlsh resistance has xiven 
no opportunity for the growth of 
what the President has called the 
“appeasement ‘ spirit” in the United 
States. 

The Republican candidate, how- 
ever, has rebuked every suggestion 
or Intimation that he represents the 
philosophy of appeasement. He has 
pledged himself to wage an economic 
battlo against Hitler, and to defeat 
him “on our own ferme,” if clected.

In fact, it 
resembled a rabbit warren, but with 
thls difference, the burrowing had 
been organised and . well-planned. 
Some of the.tunnels were construct- 
ed to house several thousand people, 
and others sufficient to mect the 
needs of the people In the immediate 
vicinity. 

Chungking has mony air raid ad- 
vantages over Hongkong. For in- 
xtanee, the nauthoritles have at least 
one hour's warning, and during this 
neriod, quite a number proceed to 
the hinterland on foot or In. thelr 
eootor cars, but the bulk of the 
eopulation - remains ae until a 
second dlarm is sounded, and then 
they make thelr way towards the 
tunnels, which are generally just 
across the road, where “they wait 
until a third alarm fs sounded, and 
then they entered the tunnels and 
remoin there until the “All Clenr™ 
signal is given. This long warning 
permits the population § to take the 
precautionary measures in an orderly 
und free-from-panic spirit. : 

Should you ever pay o visit to 
Chungking, during the period of 
hostilities, and if you value your life 
—do not at night’ time wear white, 
or light or smoke a cigarette. If you 
do, you will hear the crack of a rifle 
ond’ a bullet whizzing by. Tha 
Chinese are so well drilled that, 1 
was informed, many cascs of bad 
man-handling have taken place on 
Wise who disobeyed these instruc- 

ons.

HE convoy boys who run 
Hitler’s gauntlet in the 
Channel little more than a 
dozen miles from his long- 
range guns call it “the 
bumper trip.” : 
And when their ships* are 
safely through the multiple 
perils of the narrow Straits of 
Dover, they say, “It’s still the 
English Channel.” 

I'd back the’ daring, the 
coolness, the courage of the 
convoy boys against any 
heroes in the world, 

I've done “the bumper trip.” 
I've seen our sailors—both 
R.N. and Merchant Navy— 
accepting 1,000 miles an hour 
shells from the shore bat- 
teries, bombing, Nazi mines, 
E-boats and U-boats as just 
part of the day’s work, though 
they are on the most danger- 
ous run in the world. . 

“But it needs more than dar- 
ing to keep the waterways of

birthday and have not reached 
thelr Sist birthday, must regis- 
ter. This: applies to citizens 


and alfens alike; but aliens will - 


not be subject to draft. unless 
they have declared. their inten- 
tion: to become U.S. citizens. 
The fact that a person has de- 
pendents docs not exempt him 
from registration. : 

Election officials throughout 
the land -will.conduct the regis-_ 
tration, probably 14 days after 
final enactment of the bill, It 
is estimated that 12,000,000 - 
men must register. 


Exomptions From Rogistration 

Specifically: exempt from re- 
gistration are, active, reserve 
and, cadct members of .the 
Army, National Guard, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and. Coast Guard; 
members of the Geodetic. Survey 
and Public’ Health Service’ of- 
ficials, but not employees, of the 
Federal and State Governments. 

Who Will Be Drafted 

The, bill permits 900,000 con- 
scripts to be in.training at any 
one time, About 400,000 prob- 
ably will be drafted this autumn. 
A lottery ‘will determine the 
order in which men will be 
called before local draft boards 
throughout the country for de- 
termination whether they should 
‘be Inducted into the army. ; 

The bill gives the President 
broad powers to lay. down re- 
gulations for the boards to fol- 
Jow in deciding whom to select.
